to  pt'*--e<s  ||lu'  [vuvrr  to  iippoint  and  n- 
m->V0  hi*  9Uhyr-lin.it-*  ut  will.  In  that 
rc  ise  he  can  be  ju-tiy  held-rcspomahle  i*\ 
the  people  for  the  nuniig- nu-nt  of  atfairs. 

In  our  own  Federal  Government,  the 
Senate  hi*  mu  a  ivisorv  power  in  regard  to 
appointment*  made  by  the  I’re-i  ieut  \l>ut 
noue  to  removals);  and  to  that  extent 
the  Senate  i*  a  p  irt  ol  the  executive.  ITii- 
power  was  givi-n-tn  tlie  CoustituMon,  be¬ 
cause  those  win  flamed  tu.it  mstiutnciu 
were  more  fearful  ot  the  fyranny  of  a  ilit* 

f>otic  exi-ciltive  than  *»t  the  woi-e,  because 
t**i  resiHinsible,  tyrwnuy  of  a  numerous 
body  like  the  S  nate;  and  believed  it 
necessary  to  gu-trd  with  especial  care 
ftgnn>i  usurpatipn  l>y  the  l*r  sident.  l! 
they  lived  nt  this  day.  they  would  probably 
wi-li  to  Kiimve  even  tliis  shglit  cln-ck 
upon  the  appoiutihg  power,' because  they 
would  see, that  there  i-  but  little  reason  to 
fear  an  attack  up-»n  our  lifierties  by  the 
Pres* dent,  who  has  a  limited  time  t->  serve, 
and  in  iy  be  impeached  lor  mi*(fovevninept ; 
while  it  becomes  constantly  more  -lesir 
ai>le  to  fix  respousiiiihty  tor  misgovern- 
ineut  upou  a  single  pc i sou,  in  order  that 
the  people  may  more  easily  understand 
upon  whom  and  how  to  visit  the  puuish 
meat. 

During  the  administration  of  President 
Johnson,  the  Congress  adopted  a  "  tenure 
of  office'’  law,  which  prohibited  removals 
from  office  by  the  President  without  the 
couseut  of  the  Senate.  The  result  was, 
however! not  permanence  in  office,- hut  the 
removal  ot  many  g->od  officers  who  hail 
fallen  lift  del  the  Piesideut’s  uislitoe,  ami 
the  appointment. in  their  places  of  incom¬ 
petent  men  who  were  favorites  o!  senators 
or  represent  at  iv- *,  and  to  git  whom  into 
place  they  persuadid  thcSenate  t«*  agree 
to  removal*.  Thu*  the  pub’ic  service  was 
debauched,  anil  yet  the  President  was 
able  to  say  that  he  had  the  countenance,  ot 
the  Senate  in  thi*  work  ;  and  blame  could 
not  bo  fssteueu  upon  him  aloue  A  ui  -re 
wily  and  unscrupulous  President  than  Mr. 
Johuscn  might  have  very  gravely  injured 
the  public  service  under  this  law,  aud  still 
managtd  te  escape  blame.
